Dnfteisity Congress 

At the meeting next Saturday evening, 
a resolution favoring the admission of Chinese 
into Hawaii will be discussed. The measure 
will be in charge of Mr. Rickard, of Hawaii and 
Mr. Waterman, of Michigan. Opposition to the 
resolution will be conducted by Mr. Kennedy, 
of Pennsylvania and Mr. Behymer, of Cali- 
fornia. 

The text of the measure follows : 

Be it resolved by the University Congress in 
regular session assembled, That there be a 
modification of the Chinese Exclusion Act 
permitting the immigration to the territory 
of Hawaii of a limited number of Chinese 
agricultural laborers, such laborers to be re- 
stricted to agricultural labor and domestic 
service, and strictly prohibited from engag- 
ing in mechanical and mercantile pursuits; 
such immigration to be permitted for a period 
of ten years and to be so regulated that the 
identity of each laborer may be ascertained 
and a record kept thereof, and that he may 
be required at the end of from three to five 
years from the date of his arrival in said 
territory of Hawaii to depart therefrom, and 
that such laborer be not permitted to go from 
said territory to them ainland of the United 
States of America.
